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"look at the_Water Closets." 


Rev. Father Walker, an Irish Jesuit 


priest, recently from tho Stontl., is pas- 
tor of'St. Lawrence Catholic Church, in 
EightTrfonrth street. In announcing on 
last Sabbath morning that nextSnuday s 
collection would be for the benefit of the 
parochial schools, ho took occasion to 
denounce tho public school system in the 
most hitter manner. "Woe be to the 
parents " shouteil he in the manner of 
one hurling anathemas, "woe be to the 
parents who scud their children to these 
public schools! Woe be to those who 
secretly favor them in their hearts! I 
would niit like to be in their places on 
the Axy ot judgment. Thcpublie schools 
ara the nuraBIWB of vice. They are God- 
less schools, wicl they who send theii 
children to them cannot expect the 
mercy of God. They onght not to ex- 
pect the sacraments ot the Church in 
their dying moments. I hope you 
and I will live to see the day when it 
•will be nnderstood that parents who 
commit this great sin will be re- 
fnsed the sacraments of the Church. 
''What! let them die without the rites of 
the Church?' you will ask. 
Yes, I say 


so. I would as soon administer the 
sacraments to n dog as to such Catholics. 
Did not Jesns Christ suffer one of His 
npostles to die without the rites of the 
Church in despair? 
So would I let 


these -wretched Catholics perish. Catho- 
lics! They are no Catholics. 
They are 


Catholics of the pot-house politician 
stripe—men who deceive and betray tbe 
poor, ignorant, innocent Irish emigrants 
•when they arrive iu this country; men 
who moke their poor countrymen, when 
they are only a few months in this 
country, perjure themselves to become 
citizens; men who have no faith or 
charity in Uieir liemts. You may say, 
'Ah, bat I know good men and women, 
good priests anc'. bishops, good fathers 
and mothers, who were brought up in 
the public schools.' True, but they are 
the rare exceptions, cue in a thousand 
or ten thousand. You will say also, 
'Bnt some of the teachers are Catholics.' 
What of it? 
What do they know about 


the vice all aronnd them, the contami- 
nation and villainy? They don't know 
it; they never see it. Bnt we priests 
know it. Go look at the water closets 
in some of your public schools and 
see the vile scribblings and markings 
on tie wall, acd yon will realize the vice 
and infamy that prevail at these nurse- 
ries of crime. I tell yon, Catholics, you 
do not realize the dangers to your child- 
ren. The great ettort of the enemy of 
God's Holy Church in these days is to 
get control of the education of the youth 
in the hope of thus counteracting the 
blessed influence of the priests of God. 
Tbe wiemy has abandoned every other 
effort. Look to it then, that you fall 
not a victim to his insidious arts." 


The preacher then alluded to the won- 


derful growth of the Church, and the 
iniquity of taxing Catholics for the sup- 
port of schools they did not want and 
could not send their children to. He 
said there were 600,000 Catholics in this 
diocese alone.400,000 more in the Brook- 
lyn diocese, and hundreds of thousands 
more in Albany, Buffalo and Ogdens- 
burg. If all these banded themselves 
together valiantly to demand their 
rights, think yon they conk1, fall? No; 
they could not. They would soon show 
their strength and triumph like their 
fellow-Catholics in Ohio.—-V. Y. Ti.nes.

An English Lady Marrying a 


Hindoo. 


The social condition of India has 


caused a good denl of excitement in 
relation to a marriage v.hichis to occur 
in London. An eminent Hindoo is to 
marry a London beamy. The gentle- 
man in this case i3 Slntu Coomara, 
Swamy. Swamy is a title, and literally 
means "God." Qneen Victoria has 
made him Sir Slntu Coomara. for he is 
an eminent member of Her Majesty's 
Council in Ceylon, and has written some 
Oriental .books of high value. The Iftdv 
is a Miss Lily Beeby, a lady distinguish- 
ed in her circle as an artist, but also as 
being more beautiful than any picture 
she ever painted. The Hindoo first met 
the young lady in a company of English 
people vlio have long repudiated Chris- 
tianity, and he being no adherent of 
any special Eastern sect, they foprd a 
basis of religions harmony of simple 
Tbefam. No case of intermarriage between 
a Hindoo and a person of the English 
race seems to have ever been known be- 
fore.

They all agree that, in Cey- 
lon the prejudice against "miscegena- 
tion " wifi probably be less, and that the 
Hindoo's very high rank, he would be 
King of Ceylon (if Queen Victoria should 
resign the island) and official position 
wiu enable them to tide over the first in- 
dignation. Bnt the agitation the coming 
marriage has caused in " Oriental cir- 
cles" in London proves that, anything 
like an amalgamation of races in India 
is not to be contemplated. 
At the same 


time, Indians are received in the highest 
society in London on terms of perfect 
equality; young ladies dance and flirt 
with them as industriously as with oth- 
ers; and it requires the atmosphere of 
India to bring about the singular exas- 
peration of caste feeling to which I have 
referred.

The Pope on Civil and Religious 


Laws. 


M. Perm. Professor of Jurisprudence 


at Louvain, tlie author of a work en- 
titled "The Laws of Christian Society," 
has received a letter from the Pope, 
complimenting him on his defence of 
the principle that civil ought to agree 
•with religions laws. After remarking 
that deviations from this rale maybe 
tolerated if. circumstances require it, 
and if the object is to avoid greater 
evils, bnt that they cannot he raised to 
tbe dignity of rights, the Pope says: 


•••Would to God that these truths 


were understood by those who boast 
themselves to be Catholics, although 
they obstinately adhere to liberty of 
conscience, liberty of creed, the free- 
doiOiOf the press, and similar kinds of 
liberty •which were established by the 
revolutionists at the end of the last cen- 
tury, and \thich the Church has always 
condemned. Those -who adhere to these 
liberties, not only as far as they may be 
tolerated, Vat consider them as rights 
which n.ast be advocated and defended 
as necessary to the present state of 
things and to the march of progress, as 
il everything opposed to the true re- 
ligion, everything which attributes seU- 
govemment to man and frees him from 
the Divine anihorit", everything which 
cpens a broad road to all errors and cor- 
ruption of morals could give nations 
prosperity, progress and glory—if these 
men had not pnt their own opinions 
above the teachings of the Church; if, 
perhaps -without knowing it, they had 
not lent a friendly hand to those who 
cherish hatred of religious authority and 
civil authority; if they had not thus 
divided the united forces of the Catholic 
family, the daring machinations of dis- 
turbers -woold have been, restrained, and 
we should not have reached a point at 
which we have to fear the subversion of 
all order."
